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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the communication filed on May 3, 2007. 
Claims 1-92. At this time, claims 1-92 are being restricted. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

Species 1 : Claims 1 -1 5, 43-57, 85, and 89 
Species 2: Claims 16-28, 58-70, 86, and 90 
Species 3: Claims 29-35, 71-75, 87, and 91 
Species 4: Claims 36-42, 78-84, 88, and 92 

3. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various 
disclosed species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of: 

i. A method for issuing a digital certificate to a user having an 
electronic account on a network wherein when the identity of the user has been verified, 
generating the digital certificate by a certificate authority for the user. 

ii. A method for issuing a digital certificate to a user having an 
electronic account on a network wherein when the identity of the user has been verified, 
sending by the proofing workstation an identification verification to the proofing server. 

iii. A method for processing a request for a digital certificate from a 
user having an electronic account on a network. 

iv. A method for issuing a digital certificate to a user having an 
electronic account on a network wherein when the identity of the user has been verified, 
receiving, by the proofing server, an identification verification from the proofing 
workstation. 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted.
